Full-length human HDJ-2/HSDJ and HDJ-2/HSDJ mutants A250 (deletion of aa 9-46) 
and A450 (deletion of aa9-107) 32 were subcloned in frame into the pFLAG-CMV-2 
vector (Kodak). The primers HDJ2-FOR 

(5'-aataagaatgcggccgcgatggtgaaagaaacaacttac-3' (SEQ ID NO: IV ) and HDJ2-REV 
(5'-gaatttgctgaaccattccaggtc-3' (SEP ID NO: 2) ) were used to PCR amplify the 5' end of 
HDJ-2/HSDJ containing an inframe Not I site. The PCR product was cut with Notl and 
EcoRl and subcloned into pFLAG-CMV-2. This construct was digested with EcoRl and 
Xbal to insert the 3' HDJ-2/HSDJ EcoRl/Xbal sequence. The constructs were 
confirmed by DNA sequence analysis.
